On February 1, 2006, the Examiner initiated a telephone conference with the 
undersigned. The Examiner advised the undersigned that a Notice of Allowance and Issue Fee 
Due had been mailed November 23, 2004 in the above-mentioned application, and that 
payment of the Issue Fee had not been received.

Payment of the Issue Fee is rendered within 1 year of the initial due date for payment of 
the Issue Fee, and within 3 months of the date on which the undersigned first became aware 
that the above-mentioned application is abandoned. The entire delay in payment of the Issue 
Fee was unintentional. Since the application was filed subsequent to June 8, 1995, it is 
understood that a Terminal Disclaimer is not required.
